POINTERS GIVEN ON ] ■? 
GRAPE VINE PRUNING 


(By W. T. Angie, County Agent.) 
Perhaps people In Pettis county 
have more 
grape 
vines than any 
other fruit. 
Consequently, a very 
large 
number 
are 
interested in 
knowing methods of grape pruning 
when the same is necessary to get 
a good quality of fruit. 
The grape 
vines makes 
so 
much 
vegetative 
growth that it Is necessary each year 
to cut this back to a few fruit spurs 
in order to have the energy of the 
plant concentrated in fruit produc­ 
tion rather than any leaf and vine 
growth. 
There are many principals that the 
beginner especially must observe in 
pruning if he expects to harvest any 
fruit. That is that fruit is only borne 
on shoots made from the previous 
growth. 
The 1923 grape crop must 
be borne on wood that grew In 1922. 
One should leave for fruit production 
those vines which are strong and 
healthy 
looking 
with 
short 
and 
stocky joints. 
In 
choosing 
those 
canes which are desirable to leave 
for fruit production there should be 
in most cases three or four. The next 
question that arises Is how many 
fruit buds to leave. 
The number of 
fruit buds left 
should 
vary 
from 
twenty-five to forty ordinarily. 
If 
the plant is strong and three years 
old or older leave more than if it is 
real young or an old plant that ap­ 
pears to be weak. If four canes for 
fruit production are left with six 
buds each this would give twenty- 
four buds for fruit production. 
In 
turn each one of these buds will pro­ 
duce from two to three bunches of 
grapes which would give a total of 
from fifty to seventy-five bunches of 
grapes. 
This is enough for any or­ 
dinary vineyard to produce. 
There are two different systems 
of shaping grape vines. Perhaps the 
most profitable one is the four arm 
system of nlffon as It is sometimes 
called. The vine in this system goes 
straight up to the top wire of the trel­ 
lis which should be about four feet 
high. The vine is tied at this place. 
A fruit production arm is left running 
each way on the top wire and also on 
the bottom wire. This gives the four 
arms to bear the fruit. 
When the 
vine Is pruned back each year short 
spurs should be left next to the main 
vine to produce fruiting wood for the 
following year. 
It Is impossible to give all the facts 
in grape pruning In this article and 
a more detailed account may be had 
bv consulting the county agent, 210Vi 
South Ohio avenue, Seda|ia, Mo.

are finding them with comparative 
ease and, because of the “moral haz­ 
ard” involved, are refusing to insure 
their lives. 
Men who a few years ago were 
glad to carry policies covering a 
few thousands, are now making ap­ 
plication for policies ranging 
from 
$50,000 to 1100,000, and in some in­ 
stances 
in 
excess 
of 
the 
latter 
amount. 
Unless 
they 
are 
well 
known and have 
a high 
business 
standing they are ven* carefuly in­ 
vestigated, and 1Í there is any sus­ 
picion as to the source of their in­ 
comes, they are rejected, it m atters 
not how good a physical risk the ex­ 
amining physicians decide they may 
be. 
Within the past few weeks one 
applicant who wanted a policy of 
$50,000 was rejected on the ground 
that he was not a good moral hazard, 
and a little later an applicant who 
wanted insurance to the amount of 
$100,000 was told he could not have 
it. 
Other applications 
from 
other 
bootleggers have gone the same way, 
they say. 
“We count the moral hazard 
as 
something worth while/* said an In­ 
surance 
authority, 
discussing 
the 
business offered his 
company 
by 
bootleggers. “We feel we cannot af­ 
ford to take on men of this kind, and 
rather than compromise morals, we 
refuse all such applications, 
How 
do we know they 
are bootleggers? 
When we see a man grow suddenly 
rich, without any visible means, we 
are suspicious, and a little investiga­ 
tion usually tells us whether we are 
right or wrong. It might be difficult 
for us to prove it in court, but we 
prqv© It to our own satisfaction, with 
a reasonable mental margin of safe­ 
ty."

500 to 600 revolutions. The new mo­ 
tor is fire-proof, and, since it uses 
no carburator, backfires are impos­ 
sible. 
The experiments are being made 
with & 40 horse power, two cylinder, 
two cycle engine, which Is no larger 
than an ordinary seven-hone power 
crude oil engine. 
The cyllnden are 
water-cooled outside, and air-cooled 
inside and, in spite of the high speed 
no overheating takes place. 
A fea­ 
ture of the machine la the simplicity 
of construction, the complicated de­ 
vices one usually 
sees 
on 
motors 
having been eliminated. The engine 
is primed with gasoline.
